A major cause of 
the food price rise was the 13.1 per cent 
increase in the price of ground coffee, the 
government said. 
The April increase in consumer prices, 
equivalent to an annual rate of nearly 10 per 
cent, showed inflation will continue to be a 
major economic problem for the Carter 
administration in the months ahead. 
However,

remain confident that spiraling food costs 
will slow down later this year, easing the 
over-all pressure on consumers’ pocket- 
books. 
The Labor Department said its consumer 
price index for April stood at 179.6 of the 
1967 average of 100, meaning that goods 
priced at $100 10 years ago cost $179.60 last 
month. 
Consumer prices last month were 6.8 per 


cent higher than in April of 1976. 
The April surge in consumer prices 
followed a six-tenths of 1 per cent gain in 
March, when food prices also increased by 
six-tenths of 1 per cent. The April increase 
put the price rises back at the worrisome 
levels of February when they rose 1 per cent 
and January when they rose eight-tenths of 
1 per cent. For the year, consumer prices 
have increased 3.2 per cent. 
But the Labor Department saw some good 
news in the report. It said that excluding 
food and energy items, prices rose six- 
tenths of 1 per cent in April, about the same 
as in February and March and less than in 
January. 
In addition, commodities prices other 
than food increased four-tenths of 1 per 
cent, matching the March figures and 
considered by economists to be an ac­ 
ceptable increase. 
Economists look to prices of nonfood 
commodities for evidence of the underlying 
rate of inflation in the economy, since food 
prices are volatile and subject to wide 
swings from month to month.

The flight is remembered, too, in Pans, 
the city where Lindbergh stepped bone- 
weary into the limelight The celebrity that 
liegan that day never left him, and it 
brought great tragedy a» well as rewards 
The ceremonies in St Louis and the New 
York area both began at 7 52 a m today, 
w ith the ascent of tiny airplanes into the air 
In St Louis the plane t» a $100,000 replica 
of the Spirit of St latuis. which will later 
tour a number of American cities 
At the eastern end of what was Roosevelt

The price of poverty has just gone up $350.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
CRISIS 
By PHYLLIS SCHLAFLY

While President Carter was in 
Europe, Vice President Mondale 
took on the unpleasant task of 
telling the American people the 
facts of life about Social 
Security The system is running 
out of money. 
For decades, the federal 
spenders have been concealing 
the fiscal unsound ness of Social 
Security, and trying to smear 
everyone who pointed out its 
defects or made constructive 
suggestions. 
Now the day of reckoning is 
coming fast, and the politicians 
realize that they can’t pay 
benefits in promises instead of 
cash. 
The Carter administration 
proposal is to raise Social 
Security taxes much higher 
even than the increased rates 
that are already scheduled to go 
into effect But that isn’t enough 
The Carter proposal also calls 
for a massive transfusion of 114 
billion diverted from general 
revenues which are already 
swimming in red ink 
Most people erroneously 
believe that when 
Social 
Security taxes are deducted 
from their wages this money is 
set aside for their benefits after 
retirement This is not true 
Social Security is administered 
on a pay-out as^ve-take-fn basis 
All benefits to senior citizens 
are paid out of current taxes on 
younger workers 
When Social Security was set 
up, it was not structured on 
sound insurance and actuarial 
principles. 
It was set up on the false 
assumption that there would 
always be many more workers 
paying into the system than 
retired people drawing benefits. 
Social Security was thus made 
dependent on a high birthrate 
that constantly brings new 
workers into the system. When 


the American birthrate took a 
dramatic nose dive and life 
expectancy lengthened, the cash 
inflow could not keep pace with 
the cash outflow. 
Back in 1940, there were 146 
working contributors for every 
beneficiary. By 1947 this was 
reduced to 22 working con­ 
tributors for every beneficiary. 
By 1957 this was reduced further 
to six. Now there are fewer than 
three working contributors for 
every one collecting benefits. 
The percentage of people in 
the 
over-65 
age 
group, 
especially with better medical 
care and longer life expectancy, 
will continue to increase. 
It is easy to see that just 
around the corner we will reach 
a one-to-one ratio in Social 
Security; 
that 
is, 
every 
American who has a job will be 
paying the benefits of another 
person who doesn’t. 


The second defect in Social 
Security is the inherent inef­ 
ficiency of bureaucracy annd 
government monopoly. 
No 
wonder Social Security taxes 
ha ve gone up 10 times the cost of 
living, while benefits have risen 
less than one-third of the tax 


The third defect in Social 
Security is its basic inequity to 
younger workers By the time 
today s younger worker is ready 
to retire, he will have paid into 
Social Security three times as 
mock as s private Insurance 
company would charge far the 
same kind of insurance and 
disability protection 
For 46 ye*« Social Security 
has been living in a privileged 
sanctuary 
virtually Immune 
from 
public 
criticism 
Our 
dem ocratic 
government, 
however, can function only if all 
government programs are 
subjected to the scrutiny of s 
prying 
press, 
s 
vigilant 
Congress and an alert public. 
This appbes to Social Secirity as 
much as to any other federal 
agency

BIG LABOR STRIKING OUT 
An article in the May-June 
Saturday Evening Post brought 
back some verv fond memories 
of one of the g ¿at philosophers 
of the game of baseball — the 
late Casey Stengel. 
Never one to worry about 
names and particulars, Casey 
Stengel always could spare 
some time to talk with reporters 
about "that fella.” 
His analysis of one ballplayer, 
which the Post story repeated, is 
classic 
"Stengelese.” 
"That 
fella runs splendid but he needs 
help at the plate, which coming 
from the country chasing 
rabbits all winter give him 
strong legs, although he broke 
one falling out of a tree which 
shows you can’t tell, and when a 
curve ball comes he waves at it 
and if pitchers don’t throw 
curves you have no pitching 
staff, so how is a manager going 
to know whether to tell boys to 
fall out of trees and break legs so 
he can run fast even if he can’t 


hit a curve ball?” 
Yea, like millioqs of other fans 
of the national sport, I’D miss 
Casey Stengel this summer. I'll 
miss his witticisms and garbled 
philosophy. 
But the great tradition of 
speaking Stengelese will not be 
forgotten as long as AFL-CIO 
officials find it necessary to 
attack Right to Work and the 
alleged dangers involved in 
giving workers freedom of 
choice. 
Some of the statements 
coming out of Big Labor’s 
headquarters 
this' spring 
probable would have had Casey 
scratching his head. 
A good example is the 
statement — “ Right to Work 
laws do ecomomic harm to the 
worker."

Of the "best ten," those with the 
lowest unemployment rate, six 
are Right to Wort states. 
The national average for 
unemployment during 1976 was 
7.7 per cent. Right to Work 
states averaged 6.) per cent. 
Approaching it from a dif- 
ferednt angle, a recent BLS 
report shows that Right to Work 
states 
gained 
918,600 
manufacturing jobs between 
1965 and 1975, the last year for 
which statistics are available. 
The non-Right to Work states 
lost 
almost 
that 
many. 
Manufacturing jobs in the states 
without Right to Work laws 
decreased by 726,400. 
How does Big Labor support 
its statement that "Right to 
Work laws do economic harm to 
the worker?" It’s impossible to 
tell. 
Now baseball is a game, and 
to hear Casey Stengel talking 
about players falling out of trees 
and chasing rabbits was both 
funny and endearing. 
But the garbled mumblings of 
the AFL-CIO officials aren’t 
funny nor are they endearing. 
These people are talking about 
forcing workers to join a union 
in order to earn a living and 
support their families. 
We can’t understand them 
because they don’t want to be 
understood. 
And 
in 
this 
situation, the murkiness in 
speech is part of a deliberate 
deception. There can be nothing 
funny about that.

EYE CARE 
UNDER MEDICARE 
Despite (he fad that the 
medicare program has made a 
significant contribution to the 
health of our nation’s aged since 
its inception 10 years ago, there 
are still a number of services for 
which the program fails to 
provide coverage. One of the 
moot seriate gaps la the lack of 
. coverage for vision services for 
the elderly. For die most part, 
medicare currently excludes 
optometrists from the definition 
of 
recognized 
practitioners 
under the program and prohibits 
payments for eyeglasses and 
eye exams. The only exception 
is for prosthetic lenses furnished 
by 
optometrists 
following 
cataract surgery if the need for 
such lenses is certified to by the 
the attending physician. 
Vision care represents the 
most glaring example of both 
the great need of our nation’ 
elderly for medical appliances 
and the inadequacy of the 
existing pricing and delivery 
system for meeting that need. 
And, tragically enough, older 
Americans 
comprise 
the 
greatest bulk of the population 
needing vision care. At the 
present time, 
more than 
20,000,000 Americans over 65, or 
92 per cent of our nation’s 
elderly 
require 
and 
own 
eyeglasses or contact lenses. 
Over 5,000,000 of these people 
need new corrective lenses, 
because the ones that they now 
have either do not help their 
sight oractually harm it. 
Countless addition 
elderly 
Americans need eyeglasses, but 
do not have them. This vast need 
for proper glasses is especially 
critical, because many eye 
diseases, such as glaucoma and 
senile cataracts, can lead to 
blindness if they are not 
detected and treated promptly. 
Since the rate of blindness a 
among Americans over 65 is 8.5 
times as great as the number in 
the under- 65 population, it 
becomes more and more ap­ 
parent that the crucial vision 
needs of the elderly are largely 


ignored. 
The present delivery system 
for eyefdasaes is full of pitfalls. 
The New York Department of 
Consumer Affairs conducted a 
survey, and fully one out of five 
eye examinations given to in­ 
vestigators 
resulted in un­ 
necessary 
prescriptions 
for 
eyeglasses, 
and 
faulty 
prescriptions for glasses were 
dispensed in a number of other 
instances. What is an elderly 
person to do, with limited 
mobility and limited hinds? 
Moreover, the Subcommittee 
on Health and Long- Term Care 
of the Select Committee on 
Aging conducted a survey last 
Congress on costa of eyeglasses 
in the Washington area. The 
survey demonstrated a 230 per 
cent variance in the cost of 
identical eyeglasses with glass 
lense and an almost 200 variance 
in the cost of the identical 
eyeglasses with plastic lenses. 
The situation can become 
desperate for an elderly person. 
I have introduced H.R. 2020 to 
amend title XVIII of the Social 
Security Act to include these 
crucial services. 
We must 
change medicare to be more 
responsible 
to our older 
Americans, to enable our 
elderly to live in dignity and 
security and as comfortably as 
possible.

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Midshipmen’s Exotic Phone Calls

WASHINGTON - The cheat­ 
ing scandal at West Point may 
be matched in military annals 
by a telephone scandal at An­ 
napolis. For the lonely hearts 
at the Naval Academy have 
been running up telephone bills 
with calls to massage parlors 
and girl friends. 
The telephone records also 
show a number of calls from 
the Annapolis naval establish­ 
ment to gambling emporiums, 
race tracks, finance companies 
and stockbrokers. There have 
been political calls to such 
diverse organizations as the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution, National Associ­ 
ation for the Advancement of 
Colored People and Nad party 
headquarters 
One call was traced to a 
bookie in Florida, others to 
health elute and diet groups. 
Someone from the Academy, 
apparently suffering from an 
a c u te Big Mac a tta c k , 
telephoned a McDonald’s 
drive-in restaurant 3,000 miles 
away in Bellevue, Wash. 
A private study of the 
telephone habits of the 
midshipmen and other naval 
employees at Annapolis show 
they spend a lot of time on the 
telephone. Many of them also 
charge their toll calls to the 
taxpayers. A study of only four 
per cent of the telephone 
records uncovered 660 long- 


distance calls at the taxpayers 
expense during the first half of 
1976. 
The taxpayers are also pay­ 
ing for thousands of unnecess­ 
ary toll calls that could be car­ 
ried on the Navy tie lines to 
Baltimore and Washington. 
The limited study uncovered a 
waste of $11,000 on Baltimore- 
Washi ngt on toll calls. 
But the most titillating were 
the sex calls. The study traced 
calls to eight different massage 
parlors, with such alluring 
nam es as Velvet Touch, 
Ethereal and King Arthur’s 
Pleasure Slop. 
Footnote: The study was 
done for the David Taylor 
Naval Ship Research and 
Development Center in An­ 
napolis. But a cautious Navy 
spokesman told us that its con­ 
clusions “do not necessarily 
represent the views of the 
Navy or the commands in­ 
volved in the study.” The 
center is conducting a strict 
review of the phone calls, the 
spokesman said. 
Cola Cronias: The cola in­ 
fluence has not subsided in the 
White House with the depar­ 
ture of the Republicans, who 
belonged to the Pepsi genera­ 
tion. Rather, Pepsi-Cola’s Don 
Kendall has been replaced as a 
shadowy presence in the back­ 
rooms by Coca-Cola's J. Paul 
Austin. 


Kendall helped to set up 
Richard Nixon in the law busi­ 
ness in New York City in the 
1960s. The grateful Nixon was 
soft on Pepsi, therefore, after 
he moved into the White House. 
Austin, on the other hand, 
has been a sugar daddy to Jim­ 
my Carter, whose political am­ 
bitions the Coca-Cola crowd 
has supported. It is only 
natural, therefore, that Presi­ 
dent Carter is soft on Coke. 
This should have little effect, 
however, on the cola-drinking 
public. Both Pepsi-Cola and 
Coca-Cola are united on the 
sacred right of consumers to 
partake of their favorite 
beverage from throwaway 
containers. 
The cola companies have 
prevailed over the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency, 
Council for Environmental 
Quality and Federal Energy 
Administration, which have 
sought to clean up the roadside 
litter by requiring deposits on 
beverage cans and bottles. This 
would also save the equivalent 
of 30 million barrels of oil each 
year, in the opinion of energy 
experts. This is the estimated 
amount of oil it takes to 
manufacture throwaway con­ 
tainers. 
Kendall is given credit for 
blocking the throwaway 
reform during the Republican 
years. But President Carter’s 
aides considered including the 
deposits-on-throwaways pro­ 
posal in his energy message. 
Reliable sources claim Coca- 
Cola made a pitch to the White 
House against the idea. We 
could get no comment on this 
from the White House nor 
Coca-Cola. Our repeated calls 
to Austin were never returned. 
As a matter of fact, the anti­ 
throwaway proposal never 
made it into the president's 
energy message. A top White 
House official explained to us, 


with a shrug: “Maybe we just 
weren’t brave enough. It may 
have caused more trouble than 
it was worth." 
An environmental official 
tried to get the White House to 
adopt the proposal. “It was on 
the first laundry list," conceded 
a presidential aide. “But we 
punted on it.” Another told us: 
“You would be amazed at the 
intensity of the lobbying." 
Footnote: A Coca-Cola 
spokesman said the industry 
“favors a returnable bottle 
system that works." He con­ 
tended that the consumers 
don’t want to bother with retur­ 
nable bottles and that the soft- 
drink industry is “consumer- 
oriented." He also disputed that 
abolishing throwaways would 
save much oil. It also takes oil. 
he argued, to wash and refill 
bottles after they art* returned. 
As for litter, he said: “Newspa­ 
pers cause more litter than 
anything else." 
Who’s Nows: A team of pro­ 
minent Americans is secretly 
helping President Carter find a 
replacement for FBI director 
Clarence Kelley. The group 
has whittled down the list to 50 
prospects, including judges, 
police chiefs, FBI officials and 
some academics. A final 
recommendation is .still weeks 
away. 
— House Republican leader

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New Piracy: 
Security Chief warns of 
terrorist 
shifting 
from 
air 
hijacking to ship seizures 
WASHINGTON — It isn’t 
extra-sensory perception which 
is stimulating tension among 
a n ti-te rro rist 
security 
specialists, these days directing 
the protection of harbors as well 
as airports. 
There's an uneasy feeling now 
that the law of averages will 
bring a startling shift in 
terrorist tactics - swinging the 
international operatives such as 
the legendary killer “Carlos" to 
ships at sea. Or to the in­ 
filtration of vessels docked at 
free world waterfronts. 
My good friend Eric Ellen, 
chief constable of the Port of 
London Authority police, warns 
that peaceful seaports are on 
“borrowed time." And Ellen as 
first 
vice 
president 
and 
secretary of the International 
Association of Airport and 
Seaport Police, cautions that 
“there has been a shift in the 
slant of terrorist activities from 
the acute, emotive situation 
produced in the air to the more 
sustained pressure that can be 
produced by other means. ” 
Meaning that former aerial 
hijacking conspirators are 
planning to seize a ship on the 
high seas, or just before it leaves 
some port. 
It adds up. Tough Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
security at American airports, 
for example, has averted five 
probable hijackings in the final 
six months of 1976. 
There are authorities in the 
FAA’s Eastern Region who set 
this figure much higher. They 
"presume” that any would-be 
passenger reaching the security 
checkpoints with firearms on his 
or her person intends to hijack 
the aircraft. That’s the opinion 
of Eastern Region director 
William 
Morgan, 
whose 
territory covers eight major 
airports, including the New 
York-Newark-Metropolitan 
area as well as Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, National Airport, 
Dulles International and Pitt­ 
sburgh. 
Aside from the Croatians' 
seizure of an airplane, there 
hasn’t been a successful hijack 
since 1972. But it does boggle the 
mind to learn from the national 
FAA headquarters here, headed 
by Administrator Langhorne 
Bond, that 3,936 firearms, most 
of them handguns, were seized 
at passenger security check- 
poins during 1976. 
Among the five suspected 
hijackers were a young woman 
who had a .22 revolver sewn into 
the pants leg of her slacks; a 
male with a nine-millimeter 
automatic pistol fastened with 
strips of doth to his upper left 
side under jacket and shirt; 
another male with a .38-caliber 
revolver pasted under his shirt 
between the shoulder blades and 
a man with a 367 Magnum 
revolver hidden behind Ms belt. 
They were stonewalled by 
security electronics. But they 
did manage to get into the 
airports. And perhaps they 
could have taken a section of one 
as hostage. So the FAA is con- 


sidering asking Congress to 
make it a criminal offense even 
to carry a weapon into the 
airport itself. 
It’s making aircraft hijacking 
a tough and dangerous action, 
even for the romantic in­ 
ternational terrorists, most of 
whom are young and love living 
as posh mercenaries for “the 
cause" betgween “exploits.” 
So Eric Ellen has warned his 
colleagues that there is a shift in 
tactics in the shifting terrorist 
winds. 


"It is to the terrorist favoring 
this type of approach," Ellen 
reported to his people earlier 
this month, “that the ship must 
appeal. It gives him many ad­ 
vantages. By careful selection of 
the nationality of the ship, the 
destination of the cargo and the 
country in which the act is 
perpetrated (if the craft is 
seized inside a harbor •• VR), 
many combinations of in­ 
ternational interest and counter­ 
interest can be produced.” 
Ellen estimates the “value of 
a ship” to the terrorist "is 
great«* than that of an air­ 
craft” 


"The damage and obstruction 
that a ship can cause," adds 
Ellen, "are great«* than three 
which could be caused by an 
aircraft." 
A seized airplane is too con­ 
fining. The pressure too great. 
The tension and involvements of 
"friendly” 
governments 
too 
complex. The time too brief. But 
a ship at sea neutralizes most of 
this. 
“In general terms the hijack 
of a ship would be a fairly 
complex operation," avers 
Ellen, "but, once accomplished, 
a ship could be a much easier 
place to hold than... an aircraft 
full of passengers.” 
Why the security alert from 
London hasn’t been taken more 
seriously is incomprehensible. 
Ellen points to the seizures of 
embassies and the capture of 
trains. Why then the lethargy on 
the water fronts and on the 
oceans? 
Ellen’s warning to the airport 
and harbor associations follows 
es r lier cautioning by the Lon­ 
don-based 
International 
Transportworkers 
Federation 
(ITF) 
which alerted its af­ 
filiated unions across the world 
some months ago. Difference is 
that Eric Ellen now is advising 
maritime police and security 
officials of an imminent change 
in terrorist tactics. 
After the IFT flagged its 
hundreds of affiliated unions 
across 
the 
world, 
Longshoremen’s 
president 
Teddy Gleason, seafarers and 
AFL-CIO maritime chief Paul 
Hall, and the National Maritime 
Union’s leader Shannon Wall 
notified their own members. 
Thus there was coverage of 
American workers who load and 
take the freighter and tanker 
traffic out to sea. But now Eric 
Ellen is warning the harbor 
masters from whose docks sail 
the big passenger lines.

WARY OF SOCIALIZED HEALTH 
There can be little doubt that Medicare, the federally 
operated health insurance program for the elderly and 
disabled, has been good for what ails people — especially 
people who happen to be members of the medical 
establishment. 
The Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
reports that 1,752 medical groups and clinics, 58 
laboratories and 409 “solo practitioners” collected 
$100,000 or more in Medicare funds during 1975. Three 
solo practitioners were listed as having earned more 
than $300,000 each and 26 others more than $200,000. 
Total Medicare payments to doctors and health care 
institutions came to $4.7 billion in the last fiscal year, 
more than a seven- fold increase over the $644 million 
paid out in 1965 when Medicare was initiated. 
The department hastens to caution that those receiving 
large payments have not necessarily been milking 
Medicare although a program as large as this one has 
inevitably had its share of abuses. 
Fortunately , Medicare seems to be better run than the 
companion $15 - billion Medicaid program, which a 
Senate committee last year found guilty of “abysmal” 
administration and widespread fraud. 
Nor, of course, do the figures necessarily represent 
pure profit to the recipients. If their incomes are large, 
so are their expenses. 
But the steady growth in both Medicare and Medicaid 
ought to prompt taxpayers to view proposals for com­ 
prehensive federal health insurance for all Americans 
with a high degree of skepticism. Experience shows that 
programs like these, no matter how modestly begun, 
have a way of taking on ever-expanding lives of their 
own 
National health insurance may be just what the social 
doctors order, but even the most cautious estimates of its 
potential cost and potential scope for waste make the 
programs we now have look like peanuts.

The price of poverty has just gone up $350. 
A typical nonfarm American family of four with an 
income of less than $5,580 a year is now considered poor, 
says the U.S. Labor Department. In 1976, the official 
poverty level was $5,500 for the same hypothetical 
family. 
It also costs $241 more than it did last year for an urban 
family of four to maintain an “austere” standard of 
living. The department estimates the no-frills budget at 
slightly more than $10,000. Anything above that is sheer 
gravy — though don’t tell that to the family earning 
$16,236, the new “moderate” standard of living income. 
The reason, of course, is that old bugaboo called in­ 
flation, which like Alice in Wonderland, keeps us all 
running harder just to stay in the same place.

WASHINGTON - The cheat­ 
ing scandal at West Point may

show a number of calk from 
the Annapolis naval establish­ 
ment to gambling emporiums, 
race tracks, finance companies 
and stockbrokers. There have 
been political calk to such 
diverse organizations as the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution, National Associ­ 
ation for the Advancement of 
Colored People and Nazi party 
headquarters. 
Dne call was traced to a 
bookie in Florida, others to 
health clubs and diet groups 
Someone from the Academy, 
apparently suffering from an 
a c u te Big M ac a tta c k , 
teleph o ned a M cD onald's 
drive-in restaurant 3,000 miles 
away in Hellevue, Wash 
A p riv a te study of the 
te le p h o n e h a b its of the 
midshipmen and other naval 
employees at Annapolis show 
they spend a lot of time on the 
telephone Many of them aLso 
charge their toll calk to the 
taxpayers. A study of only four 
per cent of the telephone 
records uncovered 660 long­ 


distance calk at the taxpayers 
expease during the first half of 
1976 
The taxpayers are also pay­ 
ing for thousands of unnecess­ 
ary toll calk that could be car­ 
ried on the Navy tie lines to 
Baltim ore and Washington. 
The limited study uncovered a 
waste of $11,000 on Baltimore- 
Washington toll calk 
But the most titillating were 
the sex calk The study traced 
calk to eight different massage 
parlors, with such alluring 
n a m e s as V elv et T ouch, 
Ethereal and King Arthur's 
Pleasure Shop. 
F’oolnole: The study was 
done for the David Taylor 
Naval Ship R esearch and 
Development Center in An­ 
napolis. But a cautious Navy 
spokesman told us that its con­ 
clusions “do not necessarily 
represent the views of the 
Navy or the commands in­ 
volved in the study.”

significant contribution to the 
health of our nation's aged since 
its inception 10 years ago, there 
are still a number of services for 
which the program fails to 
provide coverage. One of the 
most serious gape is the lack of 
coverage for vision services for 
the elderly. F^or the most part, 
medicare 
currently excludes 
optometrists from the definition 
of 
recognized 
practitioners 
under the program and prohibits 
payments for eyeglasses and 
eye exams. The only exception 
is for prosthetic lenses furnished 
by 
optom etrists 
following 
cataract surgery if the need for 
such lenses is certified to by the 
the attending physician. 
Vision care represents the 
most glaring example of both 
the great need of our nation’ 
elderly for medical appliances 
and the 
inadequacy of the 
existing pricing and delivery 
system for meeting that need 
And, tragically enough, older 
Americans 
comprise 
the 
greatest bulk of the population 
needing vision care. At the 
present 
time, 
more 
than 
20,000,000 Americans over 65, or 
92 per cent of our nation’s 
elderly 
require 
and 
own 
eyeglasses or contact lenses. 
Over 5,000,000 of these people 
need new corrective lenses, 
because the ones that they now 
have either do not help their 
sight 
oractually 
harm 
it. 
Countless addition 
elderly 
Americans need eyeglasses, but 
do not have them This vast need 
for proper glasses is especially 
critical, 
because 
many 
eye 
diseases, such as glaucoma and 
senile cataracts, can lead to 
blindness if they are not 
detected and treated promptly. 
Since the rate of blindness a 
among Americans over 65 is 8 5 
times as great as the number in 
the under- 65 population, it 
becomes more and more ap­ 
parent that the crucial vision 
needs of the elderly are largely 


ignored. 
The present delivery system 
for eyeglasses is full of pitfalls. 
The New York Department of 
Consumer Affairs conducted a 
survey, and fully one out of five 
eye examinations given to in­ 
vestigators 
resulted 
In 
un­ 
necessary 
prescriptions 
for 
eyeglasses, 
and 
faulty 
prescriptions for glasses were 
dispensed in a number of other 
instances What is an elderly 
person 
to do, 
with limited 
mobility and limited funds? 
Moreover, the Subcommittee 
on Health and Long Term Care 
of the Select Committee on 
Aging conducted a survey last 
Congress on costs of eyeglasses 
in the Washington area. The 
survey demonstrated a 230 per 
cent variance in the cost of 
identical eyeglasses with glass 
lense and an almost 200 variance 
in the cost of the identical 
eyeglasses with plastic lenses 
The situation can become 
desperate for an elderly person. 
I have introduced HR. 2020 to 
amend title XVIII of the Social 
Security Act to include these

Chief warns of 
terrorist 
shifting 
from 
air 
hijacking to ship seizures 
WASHINGTON - It 
isn’t 
extra-sensory perception which 
is stimulating tension among 
a n ti - t e r r o r is t 
s e c u rity 
specialists, these days directing 
the protection of harbors as well 
as airports 
There’s an uneasy feeling now 
that the law of averages will 
bring a 
startling shift in 
terrorist tactics - swinging the 
international operatives such as 
the legendary killer "Carlos" to 
ships at sea 
Or to the in­ 
filtration of vessels docked at 
free world waterfronts 
My good friend Eric Ellen, 
chief constable of the Port of 
London Authority police, warns 
that peaceful seaports are on 
“borrowed time ” And Ellen as 
first 
vice 
president 
and 
secretary of the International 
Association 
of 
Airport 
and 
Seaport Police, cautions that 
“there has been a shift in the 
slant of terrorist acUvities from 
the acute, emotive situation 
produced in the aur to the more 
sustained pressure that can be 
produced by other means.” 
Meaning that former aerial 
hijacking conspirators are 
planning to seize a ship on the 
high seas, or just before it leaves 
some port. 
It adds up. Tough Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
security at American airports, 
for example, has averted five 
probable hijackings in the final 
six months of 1976 
There are authorities in the 
FAA’s Eastern Region who set 
this figure much higher They 
"presume’’ that any would-be 
passenger reaching the security 
checkpoints with firearms on his 
or her person intends to hijack 
the aircraft.

1 IT COSTS MORE 
TO BE POOR 
The price of poverty has just gone up $350. 
A typical nonfarm American family of four with an 
income of less than $5,580 a year is now considered poor, 
says the U.S. Labor Department. In 1976, the official 
poverty level was $5,500 for the same hypothetical 
family. 
It also costs $241 more than it did last year for an urban 
family of four to maintain an “austere” standard of 
living. The department estimates the no-frills budget at 
slightly more than $10,000. Anything above that is sheer 
gravy — though don’t tell that to the family earning 
$16,236, the new “moderate” standard of living income. 
The reason, of course, is that old bugaboo called in­ 
flation, which like Alice in Wonderland, keeps us all 
running harder just to stay in the same place.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
CRISIS

While President Carter was in 
Europe, Vice President Mondale 
took on the unpleasant task of 
telling the American people the 
facts of life about Social 
Security. The system is running 
out of money. 
For decades, 
the federal 
spenders have been concealing 
the fiscal unsoundness of Social 
Security, and trying to smear 
everyone who pointed out its 
defects or made constructive 
suggestions. 
Now the day of reckoning is 
coming fast, and the politicians 
realize that they can’t pay 
benefits in promises instead of 
cash. 
The Carter administration 
proposal is to raise Social 
Security taxes much higher 
even than the increased rates 
that are already scheduled to go 
into effect. But that isn’t enough. 
The Carter proposal also calls 
for a massive transfusion of $14 
billion diverted from general 
revenues which are already 
swimming in red ink. 
Most people erroneously 
believe 
that when 
Social 
Security taxes are deducted 
from their wages this money is 
set aside for their benefits after 
retirement. This is not true. 
Social Security is administered 
on a pay-out-as-we-take-in basis. 
All benefits to senior citizens 
are paid out of current taxes on 
younger workers. 
When Social Security was set 
up, it was not structured on 
sound insurance and actuarial 
principles. 
It was set up on the false 
assumption that there would 
always be many more workers 
paying into the system than 
retired people drawing benefits. 
Social Security was thus made 
dependent on a high birthrate 
that constantly brings 
new 
workers into the system. When 


the American birthrate took a 
dramatic nose dive and life 
expectancy lengthened, the cash 
inflow could not keep pace with 
the cash outflow. 
Back in 1940, there were 146 
working contributors for every 
beneficiary. By 1947 this was 
reduced to 22 working con­ 
tributors for every beneficiary. 
By 1957 this was reduced further 
to six. Now there are fewer than 
three working contributors for 
every one collecting benefits. 
The percentage of people in 
the 
over-65 
age 
group, 
especially with better medical 
care and longer life expectancy, 
will continue to increase. 
It is easy to see that just 
around the corner we will reach 
a one-to-one ratio in Social 
Security; 
that 
is, 
every 
American who has a job will be 
paying the benefits of another 
person who doesn’t. 


The second defect in Social 
Security is the inherent inef­ 
ficiency of bureaucracy annd 
government monopoly. 
No 
wonder Social Security taxes 
have gone up 10 times the cost of 
living, while benefits have risen 
less than one-third of the tax 
rise! 
The third defect in Social 
Security is its basic inequity to 
younger workers. By the time 
today’s younger worker is ready 
to retire, he will have paid into 
Social Security three times as 
much as a private insurance 
company would charge for the 
same kind of insurance and 
disability protectkm. 
For 40 years, Social Security 
has been living in a privileged 
sanctuary, virtually immune 
from 
public 
criticism. 
Our 
dem ocratic 
governm ent, 
however, can function only if all 
government programs are 
subjected to the scrutiny of a 
prying 
press, 
a 
vigilant 
Congress and an alert public. 
This applies to Social Secirity as 
much as to any other federal 
agency.

BIG LABOR STRIKING OUT 
An article in the May-June 
Saturday Evening Post brought 
back some verv fond memories 
of one of the g ¿at philosophers 
of the game of baseball — the 
late Casey Stengel. 
Never one to worry about 
names and particulars, Casey 
Stengel always could spare 
some time to talk with reporters 
about “that fella.” 
His analysis of (me ballplayer, 
which the Post story repeated, is 
classic 
“Stfengelese.” 
“That 
fella runs splendid but he needs 
help at the plate, which coming 
from the country chasing 
rabbits all winter give him 
strong legs, although he broke 
one falling out of a tree which 
shows you can’t tell, and when a 
curve ball comes he waves at it 
and if pitchers don’t throw 
curves you have no pitching 
staff, so how is a manager going 
to know whether to tell boys to 
fall out of trees and break legs so 
he can run fast even if he can’t 


hit a curve ball?” 
Yea, like millions of other fans 
of the national sport, I'D miss 
Casey Stengel this summer. I’ll 
miss his witticisms and garbled 
philosophy. 
But the great tradition of 
speaking Stengelese will not be 
forgotten as long as AFL-CIO 
officials find it necessary to 
attack Right to Work and the 
alleged dangers involved in 
giving workers freedom of 
choice. 
Some of the statements 
coming out of Big Labor’s 
headquarters 
this 
spring 
probable would have had Casey 
scratching his head. 
A good example is the 
statement — “ Right to Work 
laws do ecomomic harm to the 
worker.”

Bureau 
of

Statistics has just issued a 
report and breakdown on 
unemployment in the 50 states. 
Of the “best ten,” those with the 
lowest unemployment rate, six 
are Right to Work states. 
The national average for 
unemployment during 1976 was 
7.7 per cent. Right to Work 
states averaged 6.1 per cent. 
Approaching it from a dif- 
ferednt angle, a recent BLS 
report shows that Right to Work 
states 
gained 
918,600 
manufacturing jobs between 
1965 and 1975, the last year for 
which statistics are available. 
The non-Right to Work states 
lost 
almost 
that 
many. 
Manufacturing jobs in the states 
without Right to Work laws 
decreased by 726,400. 
How does Big Labor support 
its statement that “Right to 
Work laws do economic harm to 
the worker?” It’s impossible to 
tell. 
Now baseball is a game, and 
to hear Casey Stengel talking 
about players falling out of trees 
and chasing rabbits was both 
funny and endearing. 
But the garbled mumblings of 
the AFL-CIO officials aren’t 
funny nor are they endearing. 
These people are talking about 
forcing workers to join a union 
in order to earn a living and 
support their families. 
We can’t understand them 
because they don’t want to be 
understood. 
And 
in 
this 
situation, the murkiness in 
speech is part of a deliberate 
deception. There can be nothing 
funny about that.

EYE CARE 
UNDER MEDICARE 
Despite the fact that the 
medicare program has made a 
significant contribution to the 
health of our nation’s aged since 
its inception 10 yean ago, there 
are still a number of services for 
which the program fails to 
provide coverage. One of the 
most serious gaps is the lack of 
. coverage for vision services for 
the elderly. For the most part, 
medicare currently excludes 
optometrists from the definition 
of 
recognized 
practitioners 
under the program and prohibits 
payments for eyeglasses and 
eye exams. The only exception 
is for prosthetic lenses furnished 
by 
optometrists 
following 
cataract surgery if the need for 
such lenses is certified to by the 
the attending physician. 
Vision care represents the 
most glaring example of both 
the great need of our nation’ 
elderly for medical appliances 
and the inadequacy of the 
existing pricing and delivery 
system for meeting that need. 
And, tragically enough, older 
Americans 
comprise 
the 
greatest bulk of the population 
needing vision care. At the 
present 
time, 
more than 
20,000,000 Americans over 65, or 
92 per cent of our nation’s 
elderly 
require 
and 
own 
eyeglasses or contact lenses. 
Over 5,000,000 of these people 
need new corrective lenses, 
because the ones that they now 
have either do not help their 
sight oractually 
harm it. 
Countless addition 
elderly 
Americans need eyeglasses, but 
do not have them. This vast need 
for proper glasses is especially 
critical, because many eye 
diseases, such as glaucoma and 
senile cataracts, can lead to 
blindness if they are not 
detected and treated promptly. 
Since the rate of blindness a 
among Americans over 65 is 8.5 
times as great as the number in 
the under- 65 population, it 
becomes more and more ap­ 
parent that the crucial vision 
needs of the elderly are largely 


ignored. 
The present delivery system 
for eyeglasses is full of pitfalls. 
The New York Department of 
Consumer Affairs conducted a 
survey, and folly one out of five 
eye examinations given to in­ 
vestigators resulted in un­ 
necessary 
prescriptions 
for 
eyeglasses, 
and 
faulty 
prescriptions for glasses were 
dispensed in a number of other 
instances. What is an elderly 
person to do, with limited 
mobility and limited fonds? 
Moreover, the Subcommittee 
on Health and Long- Term Care 
of the Select Committee on 
Aging conducted a survey last 
Congress on costs of eyeglasses 
in the Washington area. The 
survey demonstrated a 230 per 
cent variance in the cost of 
identical eyeglasses with glass 
lense and an almost 200 variance 
in the cost of the identical 
eyeglasses with plastic lenses. 
The situation can become 
desperate for an elderly person. 
I have introduced H.R. 2020 to 
amend title XVIII of the Social 
Security Act to include these 
crucial services. 
We 
must 
change medicare to be more 
responsible 
to 
our 
older 
Americans, to enable our 
elderly to live in dignity and 
security and as comfortably as 
possible.

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Midshipmen’s Exotic Phone Calls

WASHINGTON - The cheat­ 
ing scandal at West Point may 
be matched in military annals 
by a telephone scandal at An­ 
napolis. For the lonely hearts 
at the Naval Academy have 
been running up telephone bills 
with calls to massage parlors 
and girl friends. 
The telephone records also 
show a number of calls from 
the Annapolis naval establish­ 
ment to gambling emporiums, 
race tracks, finance companies 
and stockbrokers. There have 
been political calls to such 
diverse organizations as the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution, National Associ­ 
ation for the Advancement of 
Colored People and Nazi party 
headquarters. 
One call was traced to a 
bookie in Florida, others to 
health clubs and diet groups. 
Someone from the Academy, 
apparently suffering from an 
a c u te Big Mac attack , 
telephoned a McDonald’s 
drive-in restaurant 3,000 miles 
away in Bellevue, Wash. 
A private study of the 
telephone habits of the 
midshipmen and other naval 
employees at Annapolis show 
they spend a lot of time on the 
telephone. Many of them also 
charge their toll calls to the 
taxpayers. A study of only four 
per cent of the telephone 
records uncovered 660 long- 


distance calls at the taxpayers 
expense during the first half of 
1976. 
The taxpayers are also pay­ 
ing for thousands of unnecess­ 
ary toll calls that could be car­ 
ried on the Navy tie lines to 
Baltimore and Washington. 
The limited study uncovered a 
waste of $11,000 on Baltimore- 
Washington toll calls. 
But the most titillating were 
the sex calls. The study traced 
calls to eight different massage 
parlors, with such alluring 
nam es as Velvet Touch, 
Ethereal and King Arthur’s 
Pleasure Shop. 
Footnote: The study was 
done for the David Taylor 
Naval Ship Research and 
Development Center in An­ 
napolis. But a cautious Navy 
spokesman told us that its con­ 
clusions “do not necessarily 
represent the views of the 
Navy or the commands in­ 
volved in the study.” The 
center is conducting a strict 
review of the phone calls, the 
spokesman said. 
Cota Crontas: The cola in­ 
fluence has not subsided in the 
White House with the depar­ 
ture of the Republicans, who 
belonged to the Pepsi genera­ 
tion. Rather, Pepsi-Cola’s Don 
Kendall has been replaced as a 
shadowy presence in the back­ 
rooms by Coca-Cola’s J. Paul 
Austin. 


Kendall helped to set up 
Richard Nixon in the law busi­ 
ness in New York City in the 
1960s. The grateful Nixon was 
soft on Pepsi, therefore, after 
he moved into the White House. 
Austin, on the other hand, 
has been a sugar daddy to Jim­ 
my Carter, whose political am­ 
bitions the Coca-Cola crowd 
has supported. It is only 
natural, therefore, that Presi­ 
dent Carter is soft on Coke. 
This should have little effect, 
however, on the cola-drinking 
public. Both Pepsi-Cola and 
Coca-Cola are united on the 
sacred right of consumers to 
partake of their favorite 
beverage from throwaway 
containers. 
The cola companies have 
prevailed over the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency, 
Council for Environmental 
Quality and Federal Energy 
Administration, which have 
sought to clean up the roadside 
litter by requiring deposits on 
beverage cans and bottles. This 
would also save the equivalent 
of 30 million barrels of oil each 
year, in the opinion of energy 
experts. This is the estimated 
amount of oil it takes to 
manufacture throwaway con­ 
tainers. 
Kendall is given credit for 
blocking the throw aw ay 
reform during the Republican 
years. But President Carter’s 
aides considered including the 
deposits-on-throwaways pro­ 
posal in his energy message. 
Reliable sources claim Coca- 
Cola made a pitch to the White 
House against the idea. We 
could get no comment on this 
from the White House nor 
Coca-Cola. Our repeated calls 
to Austin were never returned. 
As a matter of fact, the anti­ 
throwaway proposal never 
made it into the president's 
energy message. A top White 
House official explained to us, 


with a shrug: uMaybe we just 
weren’t brave enough. It may 
have caused more trouble than 
it was worth.” 
An environmental official 
tried to get the White House to 
adopt the proposal. “It was on 
the first laundry list,” conceded 
a presidential aide. “But we 
punted on it.” Another told us: 
MYou would be amazed at the 
intensity of the lobbying.” 
Footnote: A Coca-Cola 
spokesman said the industry 
“favors a returnable bottle 
system that works." He con­ 
tended that the consumers 
don’t want to bother with retur­ 
nable bottles and that the soft- 
drink industry is “consumer- 
oriented." He also disputed that 
abolishing throwaways would 
save much oil. It also takes oil. 
he argued, to wash and refill 
bottles after they are returned. 
As for litter, he said: “Newspa­ 
pers cause more litter than 
anything else." 
Who’s Nows: A team of pro­ 
minent Americaas is secretly 
helping President Carter find a 
replacement for FBI director 
Clarence Kelley. The group 
has whittled down the list to 50 
prospects, including judges, 
police chiefs, FBI officials and 
some academics. A final 
recommendation is still weeks 
away. 
— House Republican leader 
John Rhodes has referred to 
Speaker Thomas ‘Tip" O’Neill 
as a blustery, “partisan" politi­ 
cian. One newspaper, quoting 
Rhodes, labeled the Irish Cath­ 
olic O’Neill as a highly “Protes­ 
tant” rather than “partisan” 
politician. Rhodes rushed ofT a 
“Dear Tip” letter to the 
Speaker. “I hope 1 didn't cause 
you any problems with the 
(Catholic) Church.” wrote 
Rhodes. “If you get ex-com­ 
municated, I’ll try to get you in 
witli the Moonies.”

terrorist 
shifting 
from 
hijacking to ship seizures 
WASHINGTON - It isn’t 
extra-sensory perception which 
is stimulating tension among 
a n t i - t e r r o r i s t 
secu rity 
specialists, these days directing 
the protection of harbors as well 
as airports. 
There’s an uneasy feeling now 
that the law of averages will 
bring a startling shift in 
terrorist tactics - swinging the 
international operatives such as 
the legendary killer “Carlos” to 
ships at sea. Or to the in­ 
filtration of vessels docked at 
free world waterfronts. 
My good friend Eric Ellen, 
chief constable of the Port of 
London Authority police, warns 
that peaceful seaports are on 
“borrowed tíme." And Ellen as 
first 
vice 
president 
and 
secretary of the International 
Association 
of Airport and 
Seaport Police, cautions that 
“there has been a shift in the 
slant of terrorist activities from 
the acute, emotive situation 
produced in the air to the more 
sustained pressure that can be 
produced by other means. ” 
Meaning that former aerial 
hijacking conspirators are 
planning to seize a ship on the 
high seas, or just before it leaves 
some port. 
It adds up. Tough Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
security at American airports, 
for example, has averted five 
probable hijackings in the final 
six months of 1976. 
There are authorities in the 
FAA’s Eastern Region who set 
this figure much higher. They 
“presume” that any would-be 
passenger reaching the security 
checkpoints with firearms on his 
or her person intends to hijack 
the aircraft. That’s the opinion 
of Eastern Region director 
William 
Morgan, 
whose 
territory covers eight major 
airports, including the New 
York-Newark-Metropolitan 
area as well as Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, National Airport, 
Dulles International and Pitt­ 
sburgh. 
Aside from the Croatians’ 
seizure of an airplane, there 
hasn’t been a successful hijack 
since 1972. But it does boggle the 
mind to learn from the national 
FAA headquarters here, headed 
by Administrator Langhome 
Bond, that 3,936 firearms, most 
of them handguns, were seized 
at passenger security check- 
poins during 1976. 
Among the five suspected 
hijackers were a young woman 
who had a .22 revolver sewn into 
the pants leg of her slacks; a 
male with a nine-millimeter 
automatic pistol fastened with 
strips of cloth to his upper left 
side under jacket and shirt; 
another male with a .38-caliber 
revolver pasted under his shirt 
between the shoulder blades and 
a man with a 357 Magnum 
revolver hidden behind his belt. 
They were stonewalled by 
security electronics. But they 
did manage to get into the 
airports. And perhaps they 
could have taken a section of one 
as hostage. So the FAA is con- 


sidering asking Congress to 
make it a criminal offense even 
to carry a weapon into the 
airport itself. 
It’s making aircraft hijacking 
a tough and dangerous action, 
even for the romantic in­ 
ternational terrorists, most of 
whom are young and love living 
as posh mercenaries for “the 
cause’ ’ betgween ‘ ‘exploits.’ ’ 
So Eric Ellen has warned his 
colleagues that there is a shift in 
tactics in the shifting terrorist 
winds. 


“It is to the terrorist favoring 
this type of approach,” Ellen 
reported to his people earlier 
this month, “that the ship must 
appeal. It gives him many ad­ 
vantages. By careful selection of 
the nationality of the ship, the 
destination of the cargo and the 
country in which the act is 
perpetrated (if the craft is 
seized inside a harbor -- VR), 
many combinations of in­ 
ternational interest and counter- 
interest can be produced.” 
Ellen estimates the “value of 
a ship” to the terrorist “ is 
than that of an air- 
greater 
craft.” 


“The damage and obstruction 
that a ship can cause,” adds 
Ellen, “are greater than those 
which could be caused by an 
aircraft.” 
A seized airplane is too con­ 
fining. The pressure too great. 
The tension and involvements of 
“friendly” 
governments 
too 
complex. The time too brief. But 
a ship at sea neutralizes most of 
this. 
“In general terms the hijack 
of a ship would be a fairly 
complex operation,” avers 
Ellen, “but, once accomplished, 
a ship could be a much easier 
place to hold than... an aircraft 
foil of passengers.” 
Why the security alert from 
London hasn’t been taken more 
seriously is incomprehemible. 
Ellen points to the seizures of 
embassies and the capture of 
trains. Why then the lethargy on 
the water fronts and on the 
oceans? 
Ellen’s warning to the airport 
and harbor associations follows 
earlier cautioning by the Lon­ 
don-based 
International 
Transportworkers 
Federation 
(ITF) 
which alerted its af­ 
filiated unions across the world 
some months ago. Difference is 
that Eric Ellen now is advising 
maritime police and security 
officials of an imminent change 
in terrorist tactics. 
After the IFT flagged its 
hundreds of affiliated unions 
across 
the 
world, 
Longshoremen’s 
president 
Teddy Gleason, seafarers and 
AFL-CIO maritime chief Paul 
Hall, and the National Maritime 
Union’s leader Shannon Wall 
notified their own members. 
Thus there was coverage of 
American workers who load and 
take ttie freighter and tanker 
traffic out to sea. But now Eric 
Ellen is warning the harbor 
masters from whose docks sail 
the big passenger lines.

WARY OF SOCIALIZED HEALTH 
There can be little doubt that Medicare, the federally 
operated health insurance program for the elderly and 
disabled, has been good for what ails people — especially 
people who happen to be members of the medical 
establishment. 
The Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
reports that 1,752 medical groups and clinics, 58 
laboratories and 409 “solo practitioners” collected 
$100,000 cm" more in Medicare funds during 1975. Three 
solo practitioners were listed as having earned more 
than $300,000 each and 26 others more than $200,000. 
Total Medicare payments to doctors and health care 
institutions came to $4.7 billion in the last fiscal year, 
more than a seven- fold increase over the $644 million 
paid out in 1965 when Medicare was initiated. 
The department hastens to caution that those receiving 
large payments have not necessarily been milking 
Medicare although a program as large as this one has 
inevitably had its share of abuses. 
Fortunately , Medicare seems to be better run than the 
companion $15 - billion Medicaid program, which a 
Senate committee last year found guilty of “abysmal” 
administration and widespread fraud. 
Nor, of course, do the figures necessarily represent 
pure profit to the recipients. If their incomes are large, 
so are their expenses. 
But the steady growth in both Medicare and Medicaid 
ought to prompt taxpayers to view proposals for com­ 
prehensive federal health insurance for all Americans 
with a high degree of skepticism. Experience shows that 
programs like these, no matter how modestly begun, 
have a way of taking on ever-expanding lives of their 
own. 
National health insurance may be just what the social 
doctors order, but even the most cautious estimates of its 
potential cost and potential scope for waste make the 
programs we now have look like peanuts.

IT COSTS MORE

The price of poverty has just gone up $350. 
A typical nonfarm American family of four with an 
income of less than $5,580 a year is now considered poor, 
says the U.S. Labor Department. In 1976, the official 
poverty level was $5,500 for the same hypothetical 
family. 
It also costs $241 more than it did last year for an urban 
family of four to maintain an “austere” standard of 
living. The department estimates the no-frills budget at 
slightly more than $10,000. Anything above that is sheer 
gravy — though don’t tell that to the family earning 
$16,236, the new "moderate” standard of living income. 
The reason, of course, is that old bugaboo called in­ 
flation, which like Alice in Wonderland, keeps us all 
running harder just to stay in the same place.

An article in the May-June 
Saturday Evening Po6t brought 
back some verv fond memories 
of one of the g eat philosophers 
of the game of baseball — the 
late Casey Stengel. 
Never one to worry about 
names and particulars, Casey 
Stengel 
always could spare 
some time to talk with reporters 
about "that fella " 
His analysis of one ballplayer, 
which the Post story repeated, is 
classic 
"Stengelese." 
"That 
fella runs splendid but he needs 
help at the plate, which coming 
from 
the country chasing 
rabbits all winter give him 
strong legs, although he broke 
one falling out of a tree which 
shows you can’t tell, and when a 
curve ball comes he waves at it 
and if pitchers don't throw 
curves you have no pitching 
staff, so how is a manager going 
to know whether to tell boys to 
fall out of trees and break legs so 
he can run fast even if he can’t 


hit a curve ball?” 
Yes, like millions of other fans 
of the national sport, I’ll miss 
Casey Stengel this summer. I’ll 
miss his witticisms and garbled 
philosophy.

Manufacturing jobs in the states 
without Right to Work laws 
decreased by 726,400. 
How does Big Labor support 
its statement that “Right to 
Work laws do economic harm to 
the worker?” It’s impossible to 
tell. 
Now baseball is a game, and 
to hear Casey Stengel talking 
about players falling out of trees 
and chasing rabbits was both 
funny and endearing. 
But the garbled mumblings of 
the AFL-CIO officials aren't 
funny nor are they endearing.

dramatic nose dive and life 
expectancy lengthened, the cash 
inflow could not keep pace with 
the cash outflow 
Back in 1940, there were 146 
working contributors for every 
beneficiary.

Midshipmen’s Exotic Phone Calls

WASHINGTON -- The cheat 
ing scandal at West Point may 
be matched in military annals 
by a telephone scandal at An­ 
napolis. For the lonely hearts 
at the Naval Academy have 
been running up telephone bills 
with calls to massage parlors 
and girl friends 
The telephone records also 
show a number of calls from 
the Annapolis naval establish­ 
ment to gambling emporiums, 
race tracks, finance companies 
and stockbrokers. There have 
been political calls to such 
diverse organizations as the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution, National Associ­ 
ation for the Advancement of 
Colored People and Nazi party 
headquarters. 
One call was traced to a 
bookie in Florida, others to 
health clubs and diet groupa 
Someone from the Academy, 
apparently suffering from an 
a c u te Big M ac a tta c k , 
telephoned a McDonald’s 
drive tn restaurant 3,000 miles 
away in Bellevue, Wash 
A private study of the 
telephone h ab its of the 
midshipmen and other naval 
employees at Annapolis show 
they spend a lot of time on the 
telephone Many of them also 
charge their toll calls to the 
taxpayers. A study o f only four 
per cent of the telephone 
records uncovered 660 long- 


di stance calls at the taxpayers 
expense during the first hall of 
1976 
The taxpayers are also pay­ 
ing for thousands of unnecess­ 
ary toll calls that could be car­ 
ried on the Navy tie lines to 
Baltimore and Washington. 
The limited study uncovered a 
waste of $11,000 on Baltimore- 
Washington toll calls 
But the most titillating were 
the sex calls. The study traced 
calls to eight different massage 
parlors, with such alluring 
n am es as V elvet Touch, 
Ethereal and King Arthur's 
Pleasure Shop 
Footnote: The study was 
done for the David Taylor 
Naval Ship Research and 
Development Center in An­ 
napolis. But a cautious Navy 
spokesman told us that its con­ 
clusions “do not necessarily 
represent the views of the 
Navy or the commands in­ 
volved in the study." The 
center is conducting a strict 
review erf the phone calls, the 
spokesman said 
Cola Cronies The cola in­ 
fluence has not subsided in the 
White House with the depar­ 
ture of the Republicans, who 
belonged to the Pepsi genera­ 
tion Rather.

EYECARE 
UNDER MEDICARE 
Despite the fact that the 
medicare program has made a 
significant contribution to the 
health of our nation’s aged since 
its inception 10 years ago, there 
are still a number of services for 
which the program fails to 
provide coverage. One of the 
most serious gaps is the lack of 
coverage for vision services for 
the elderly. For the most part, 
medicare currently excludes 
optometrists from the definition 
of 
recognized 
practitioners 
under the program and prohibits 
payments for eyeglasses and 
eye exams. The only exception 
is for prosthetic lenses furnished 
by 
optom etrists 
following 
cataract surgery if the need for 
such lenses is certified to by the 
the attending physician. 
Vision care represents the 
most glaring example of both 
the great need of our nation’ 
elderly for medical appliances 
and the inadequacy of the 
existing pricing and delivery 
system for meeting that need. 
And, tragically enough, older 
Americans 
comprise 
the 
greatest bulk of the population 
needing vision care. At the 
present 
time, 
more 
than 
20,000,000 Americans over 65, or 
92 per cent of our nation’s 
elderly 
require 
and 
own 
eyeglasses or contact lenses. 
Over 5,000.000 of these people 
need new corrective lenses, 
because the ones that they now 
have either do not help their 
sight 
oractually 
harm 
it. 
Countless addition 
elderly 
Americans need eyeglasses, but 
do not have them. This vast need 
for proper glasses is especially 
critical, 
because 
many 
eye 
diseases, such as glaucoma and 
senile cataracts, can lead to 
blindness if they are not 
detected and treated promptly. 
Since the rate of blindness a 
among Americans over 65 is 8 5 
times as great as the number in 
the under- 65 population, it 
becomes more and more ap­ 
parent that the crucial vision 
needs of the elderly are largely 


ignored. 
The present delivery system 
for eyeglasses is full of pitfalls. 
The New York Department of 
Consumer Affairs conducted a 
survey, and fully one out of five 
eye examinations given to in­ 
vestigators 
resulted 
in 
un­ 
necessary 
prescriptions 
for 
eyeglasses, 
and 
faulty 
prescriptions for glasses were 
dispensed in a number of other 
instances. What is an elderly 
person 
to do, with limited 
mobility and limited funds? 
Moreover, the Subcommittee 
on Health and Long- Term Care 
of the Select Committee on 
Aging conducted a survey last 
Congress on costs of eyeglasses 
in the Washington area. The 
survey demonstrated a 230 per 
cent variance in the cost of 
identical eyeglasses with glass 
lense and an almost 200 variance 
in the cost of the identical 
eyeglasses with plastic lenses. 
The situation can become 
desperate for an elderly person. 
I have introduced H.R. 2020 to 
amend title XVIII of the Social 
Security Act to include these 
crucial 
services. 
We 
must 
change medicare to be more 
responsible 
to 
our 
older 
Americans, 
to enable our 
elderly to live in dignity and 
security and as comfortably as 
possible.

My good friend Eric EUen, 
chief constable of the Port of 
London Authority police, warns 
that peaceful seaports are on

"there has been a shift in the 
slant of terrorist activities from 
the acute, emotive situation

hijacking conspirators are 
planning to seize a ship on the 
high seas, or just before it leaves 
some port 
It adds up. Tough Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
security at American airports, 
for example, has averted five 
probable hijackings in the final 
six months of 1976 
There are authorities in the 
FAA’s Eastern Region who set 
this figure much higher They 
"presume" that any would-be 
passenger reaching the security 
checkpoints with firearms on his 
or her person intends to hijack 
the aircraft That’s the opinion 
of

Region director 
William 
Morgan, 
whose 
territory covers eight major 
airports, 
including the New 
Y ork-N ew ark M etropolitan 
area as well as Philadelphia, 
Baltimore,

Dulles International and Pitt­ 
sburgh. 
Aside from the Croatian*' 
seizure of an airplane, there 
hasn’t been a successful hijack 
since 1972. But it does boggle the 
mind to learn from the national 
FAA headquarters here, headed 
by Administrator Langhorne 
Bond, that 3,936 firearms, most 
of them handguns, were seized 
at passenger security check- 
poins during 1976. 
Among the five suspected 
hijackers were a young woman 
who had a 22 revolver sewn into 
the pants leg of her slacks, a 
male with a nine-millimeter 
automatic pistol fastened with 
strips of cloth to his upper left 
side under jacket and shirt;

"It is to the terrorist favoring 
tlus type of approach,” Ellen 
reported to his people earlier 
this month, "that the ship must 
appeal It gives him many ad­ 
vantages By careful selection of 
the nationality of the ship, the

(if the craft is 
seized inside a harbor -- VR), 
many combinations of in­

Ellen estimates the "value of 
a ship" to the terrorist “ is 
greater than that of an air­ 
craft.”

A seized airplane is too con­ 
fining The pressure too great.

a ship at sea neutralizes most of 
this. 
"In general term* the hijack 
of a ship would be a fairly 
complex operation,” avers 
Ellen, "but, once accomplished, 
a ship could be a much easier 
place to hold than ... an aircraft 
full of passengers " 
Why the security alert from 
London hasn’t been taken more 
seriously is incomprehensible. 
Ellen points to the seizures of 
embassies and the capture of 
trains. Why then the lethargy on 
the water fronts and on the 
oceans? 
Ellen’s warning to the airport 
and harbor associations follows 
earlier cautioning by the Lon­

which alerted its af­ 
filiated unions across the world 
some months ago Difference is 
that Eric Ellen now is advising 
maritime police and security 
officials of an imminent change 
in terrorist tactics. 
After the IFT flagged its

Longshoremen’s

l eddy Gleason, seafarers and 
AFL-CIO maritime chief Paul 
Hail, and the National Maritime 
Union s leader Shannon Wall 
notified their own members 
Thus there was coverage of 
American workers who load and 
take the freighter and tanker 
traffic out to sea But now Eric 
Ellen is wsnung the harbor 
masters from whose docks sail 
the tag passenger lines.

DEAR READER — Thank 
you for sharing your ex­ 
perience with other column 
readers. I am glad you were 
so successful in obtaining 
relief of your obstruction of 
the esophagus. 
The esophagus tube that 
connects to the stomach is 
sometimes constricted at its 
lower end, just before the 
stomach. When the constric­ 
tion becomes severe it may 
prevent food from entering 
the stomach. 
Some of these obstructions 
are caused by the irritating 
effects of the acid-digestive 
juices leaking backward — 
out of the stomach into the 
lower esophagus. After years 
of this the lower esophagus is 
scarred and contracted. This 
is one reason why a person 
with 
esophageal 
reflux 
problems — which may or 
may not be associated with a 
hiatal hernia of the stomach 
through the diaphragm — needs 
to follow a good preventive 
program.

ADOLF HITLER. By John 
T o 1 a n d . Doubleday. 1,035 
Pages. $14.95. 
John Toland’s “Adolf Hitler” 
attempts to make humanly 
believable a man whose deeds 
so horrified a generation that 
he is usually seen in inhuman 
distortion. The result is a com­ 
pelling historical narrative that 
runs 897 pages plus notes and 
will leave many readers wish­ 
ing it were longer. 
There is no lack of material 
on the life and times of Adolf 
Hitler. Books, 
records and 
documents abound. On top of 


this, Toland lists interviews 
with more than 150 persons who 
knew Hitler or were close to 
him — his secretaries, doctors, 
associates and their families — 
to gain the personal insight that 
enriches the book. Many of the 
former Nazis interviewed were 
speaking out for the first time, 
persuaded that after 30 years it 
was time to give their version 
of events.

parents’ daughter. They were 
conservative, she was conser­ 
vative; they w ere establish­ 
ment, she was establishment.

At 16, Lofgren began to 
rebel

Male teachers hold better jobs

JEFFERSON CITY - In 
the days of the frontier one- 
room schoolhouse, teaching 
was considered the province 
of young women who had not 
found husbands. 
Even today, more than two- 
thirds of the teachers in Mis­ 
souri’s elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools are women. 
But a state study shows that 
— in salary and in administra­ 
tive jobs — men have all the 
better of it in Missouri schools. 
The Missouri Board of Edu­ 
cation’s “Report of the Public 
Schools” for the 1975-76 school 
year shows that: 
k- Male classroom teachers 
on the average earn about 
J1.000 more a year than fe­ 
male teachers. Among all cer­ 
tificated personnel, including 


administrators and teachers, 
the salary discrepancy rises to 
$2,000. Men get an average of 
$12,559 a year; women get 
$10,525. 
That’s not surprising, be­ 
cause women hold few higher- 
paying administrative jobs. 
None of Missouri’s 458 school 
superintendents is a woman. 
There are 147 assistant super­ 
intendents. Only four are 
women. 
Only 248 of the state’s 
1,838 school principals are 
women. That’s about 15 per 
cent, but almost all of those 
are principals of elementary 
schools. There are only seven 
female high school principals 
in the state. 
^ The average salaries of 
male principals are about 
$2,000 more than those of 
women. 
^ Fewer than seven per 


cent of all assistant principals 
are women. 
State and local school offi­ 
cials say most schools don’t 
discriminate by sex in base 
salary schedules or in hiring 
practices. If they did, they 
could lose federal money 
under antidiscrimination pro­ 
visions in the Title IX Educa­ 
tion Act.

He is a 
Republican, a farmer, the 
agricultural representative 
and vice-chairman of the 
commission. He also is vice- 
president of the Missouri 
Farm Bureau. 
Zapf said he is dissatisfied 
with the present system of 
federal and state funding of 
treatment plants and other 
water quality projects. "So 
many city managers or 
government employes have 
become professional money 
getters 
rather than ad­ 
ministrators. All they do is cut 
through paperwork to get 
federal grants.” 
Zapf said if local people 
were spending their own 
money they would be more 
careful, would understand the 
problems and would solve 
them quicker. 
Vance C. Lischer of Cook 
Station was appointed to the 
commission by Bond in May 
1975. He is a Republican, a 
retired sanitary consulting 
engineer and a rural land­ 
owner on the upper Meramec 


River. 
He is a member of the

Sears said he remembers 
when the ‘‘pendulum swung 
all the way one way” and 
people were allowed to do 
anything to a stream.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I am a 
29 year old, 5 feet 5, female, 
weighing 120 pounds. Last 
year I went on a diet and lost 
35 pounds in four months. All 
m y 
life 
I 
h ave 
been 
overweight and this is the first 
time I have been successful 
with a diet. 
Since then I can’t eat over 
900 calories without gaining 
weight. I try to balance my 
diet as much as possible but I 
have no caloric room for 
bread and other starches or 
fats. My diet consists of 
vegetables, cottage cheese, 
fish, meat and skim milk. 
Everything I eat is weighed or 
measured and all calories 
counted. I average 32 grams 
of protein a day 
I 
started 
an 
exercise 
program of running a half 
mile plus doing setups and 
pushups 10 minutes each mor- 
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ning. Since then l nave gameu 
three pounds without eating 
more. Something seems to be 
wrong with my metabolism. 
Can you give me some 
suggestions? 
I have increased my smok­ 
ing and consume large 
amounts of coffee to hold back 
the hunger and I am so hungry 
for more good nutritious food 
I 
am 
b e co m in g 
very 
frustrated. 
DEAR READER - You are 
paying too much attention to 
the scales. What you need is to 
prevent pounds of fat not 
pounds of just anything from 
accumulating 
You probably gained three 
pounds after exercising 
because you regained the nor­ 
mal water content of your 
body. Strict dieting is 
associated with an abnormal 
elimination of body water 
which makes the weight loss 
look impressive on the scales 
Those pounds of water loss 
are quickly regained with nor­ 
mal sensible living habits 
I strongly disapprove of us­ 
ing cigarettes and coffee in 
large amounts for your weight 
control program. That can 
cause you to be a nervous 
wreck and develop habits that 
are really harmful to your 
health. 
You need to develop some 
patience. I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 4-7, 
Weight Losing Diet and you 
can use this as a pattern for a 
normal diet for you. It con­ 
tains 1200 calories — not just 
900. Others who want this in­ 
formation can send 50 cents 
with a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope for it. 
Note the comments there 
about exercise. You need to 
develop and maintain a sensi­ 
ble exercise program. It will 
help a lot in enabling you to 
avoid obesity. Your protein in­ 
take is a little low, but you 
will get enough on the diet I 
am sending you. 
Remember there is an equa­ 
tion for weight control, a 
balance between what you 
consume and what you use. 
You can affect your body fat 
by either limiting what you 
eat with a diet or by in­ 
creasing your energy utiliza­ 
tion. A combination of the two 
is usually the most successful. 
It should then be a lifestyle 
thereafter. Walking is one of 
the best exercises because so 
many people can walk long 
distances without overdoing 
it. Try to program an hour's 
walk into your day's program 
- even in divided amounts if 
necessary. You will use an ex­ 
tra 52 calories a mile and if 


you are able to walk three 
miles a day you will use an ex­ 
tra 150 calories a day. In a 
year's time that is equivalent 
to more than 15 pounds of fat. 
I'd rather see you walk than 
starve or smoke or swill down 
large amounts of coffee.

Dr. Vincent T. DeVita, director 
of NCI’s cancer treatment divi­ 
sion, said risks of later cancer 
should be “considered min­ 
imal” compared with risks of 
the first cancers the drugs 
were used against. 
“To some degree, this is a 
measure of improved treat­ 
ment, he said in an interview. 
“Ten years ago we didn’t have 
to worry about second cancers 
because all the patients died.” 
However, DeVita said, doc­ 
tors said should consider using 
other treatments for early, less 
severe cancers if further study 
bears out an increased risk of 
later cancer with alkylating 
agents.

Looking at a group of 5,455 
ovarian cancer patients, 4,324 
of whom had alkylating agent 
chemotherapy, the scientists 
identified 13 patients with acute 
nonlymphocytic leukemia. All 
13 had alkylating treatment, in­ 
cluding nine who also had radi­ 
ation therapy. 
Compared to the rate of this 
acute leukemia in the general 
population, the ovarian cancer 
patients had a 21-fold increased 
risk of leukemia. Looking only 
at patients who had alkylating 
chemotherapy and whose cases 
were followed for more than 
two years, relative risk in­ 
creased to 171 times, the study 
said.

THE AGE OF UNCERTAIN­

To write about complex sub­ 
jects for popular consumption 
is not an easy task. Especially 
if the subject is one which lay­ 
men actively avoid.

One of the few able to trans­ 
late the seemingly arcane into 
understandable prose which is 
not simplistic is John Kenneth 
Galbraith. He has done so in 
the past with such eminently 
readable books as “The Af­ 
fluent Society" and “Money: 
Whence It Came, Where It 
Went” and he succeeds admi­ 
rably once again with “The 
Age 
Of 
Uncertainty,” 
a 
lavishly-illustrated, lively look

Senate approval in doubt 


for revising Sunday sales law

Efforts to revise the state’s 
Sunday sales act — benefiting 
the Kansas City area only — 
may be stalled in the Senate 
this session unless the bill 
receives 
support 
from 
legislators outside those af­ 
fected counties. 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Phillip P. Scaglia, D-Kansas 
City, calls for a referendum by 
local voters in Jackson, Clay 
and Platte counties — all in 
the Kansas City area. 
The 
latest 
attempt 
by 
Scaglia, who led last year’s 
unsuccessful drive, marks the 
first time legislation banning 


the sale of nonessential items 
on Sunday has reached the 
Senate floor. Debate on the bill 
is soon expected to begin. 
‘T’m not worried about 
votes from the Kansas City 
area senators,” Scaglia said. 
But some senators outside of 
Kansas City are not totally in 
favor of the bill. 
After talking with 24 of the 
34 senators, Scaglia said there 
are about seven legislators 
from unaffected areas who 
either are against it or are 
undecided 
about 
the 
legislation. 
“Right now, I’d say there is 
a little less than a 50-50 chance 
of passage,” Scaglia said. 
The 
Sunday 
sales 
act, 
known as the “blue law,” was 


enacted 
in 
1963. 
Since 
declared constitutional, the 
legislature has been the scene 
of a yearly battle for repeal. 
The law prohibits the sale of 


most kinds of merchandise 
except food and drugs on 
Sunday. 


Scaglia’s 
House-endorsed 
bill was one of 11 anti-blue law 
bills introduced this session. 


The Senate Local Government 
Committee also supported the 
Mil.

Soybean growers want 
merchandising council

crease their crop production 
and open new overseas trade

General Assembly revises a 
law for establishing com­ 
modity 
m erchandising 
councils. 
Revision of the current 
statute would be a boon for all 
farmers, but especially for 
soybean farmers — producers 
of the state’s largest cash and 
export 
crop. 
Last 
year, 
soybean 
producers 
sought 
unsuccessfully to revise the 
statute. 
A 
soybean 
commodity 
merchandising council would 
allow the state Department of 
Agriculture to collect a half 
cent for every bushel 
of 
soybeans sold at the first point 
of sale from consenting farm­ 
ers. The council would not 
require mandatory collection 
of revenue from the state’s 
a p p ro xim ately 
40,000 
producers. 
The money would be ear­ 
m arked 
for 
re se a rc h 
development 
at 
state 
universities 
and 
market 
promotion by the Agriculture 
Development Division of the 
Department of Agriculture. 
Money generated for a council 
would be close to 1400,000, said 
Ellsworth Stewart, president 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Soybean 
Growers Association. 
Although 
soybeans 
have 
been 
a 
shining 
light 
in 
Missouri agriculture, Stewart 
believes there is a need to 
increase soybean production 
along 
with 
finding 
new 
markets abroad. 
Compared 
to 
the 
1975 
national average of 50 per cent 
of the soybean crop shipped 
abroad, Missouri exported a 
healthy 65 per cent of its 
soybeans. 
Also, 
in 
1975, 
soybeans represented about 25 
per cent of a Missouri farm­ 
er’s gross receipts. 
So, is there really a need for 
soybean farmers to worry? 
“Sure there is,” Stewart said. 
“We’ve had problems with 
increasing yields. Production 


"as 
beer, 
stagnant. 
Con- 
tributions from the council 
would go tf vani rp'sj.orçh for 
solving these problems,” he 
said. 
First, technology need to be 
improved, 
he 
said. 
“This 
could 
lead 
to 
increased 
soybean production and more 
importantly, new markets.” 
While 
Missouri 
farmers 
presently 
compete 
with 
foreign countries for trade, 
Stewart believes new export 
markets must be cultivated.
